Washington, Sept 11—The Dreyfus 


verdict is attracting much attention in 
official quarters, but naturally those in 
responsible positions, whose opinions 
would be valuable are reluctant to ex- 
press adverse comment because of the 
national aspect of the case. The feel- 
ing in general, however, is in favor of 
Dreyfus. A strong sentiment has de- 
veloped against the injustice to which 
he is subjected. Some officials 
fear 


this sentiment may have a serious 
effect on the Franco-American treaty 
when it comes before the senate. That 
instrument has not yet proven very 
popular and the present feeling may 
turn the tide against it. 


AViiut JleKIuley to Interfere 


Chicago, Sept. 11—James A. Garfield 


lodge, Order of Wester Star, has direct- 
ed Secretary Hersfield to send a call to 
all grand lodges of the order for united 
appeal to President McKinley request- 
ing him to use his influence in securing 
a pardon for Dreyfus*. The order has 
6000 members. There was a unanimous 
vote in favor of the plan. 


Esterhazy's Comment 


London, Sept. 11—Major Eaterhazy 


comments on the verdict in the Dreyfus 
case in the News today. He says he 
believes the sentence was in accordance 
with an understanding with the govern- 
ment. Dreyfus is in a portion to claim 
a reduction of his sentence by one half. 
The whole busness is a farce, arranged 
in advance, and doubtless Dreyfus will 
soon be liberated. 


German Opposition 


Berlin, Sept. 11—It is rumored a corn- 


mitee of leading manufacturers here 
is being formed for the purpose of pre- 
venting German participation in the 
Paris exposition in 1900 on account of 
the Dreyfus feeling. 


London Denunciation 


London, Sept. 11—The afternoon pa- 


pers are unanimous in their denuncia- 
tions of the Dreyfus verdict, with abuse 
of the system producsing such a de- 
cision. 


Attack French Consulate 


Buda Pest, Sept. 11—A crowd of sev- 


eral hundred made a demonstration 
last night in front of the French con- 
sulate. It was dispersed by the police 
and again approached. The consulate 
was afterwards guarded in order to 
prevent further demonstrationss. 


Dreylu* 1* Hopeful 


Rennes, Sept. 10.—Captain Dreyfus has 


borne the shock of his conviction with 
marvelous fortitude, one might almost 
say, with unnatural calm. Saturday he 
seemed stupefied when Maitre Labori 
communicated to him the verdict, but he 
has since rallied- He passed a quiet 
night and he rose when his orderly 
brought him water at 5 o'clock Sunday 
morning, just as he did during the trial, 
when it was necessary. 


Mine. Dreyfus and Matthieu Dreyfus, 


his brother, visited him during the course 
of the afternoon, his brother subse- 
quently leaving for Paris-. The applica- 
tion to the court of revision was taken 
to him at noon by Maitre Labori's as- 
sistant and he signed it. 


Dreyfus is convinced that the 10 years' 


imprisonment to which he is sentenced 
will be wiped out by the five years of 
solitary seclusion he has undergone on 
Devil's island, and he expects to be re- 
leased by Oct. 15, which will be five 
years from the date of his former con- 
demnation. He is so sanguine that he 
has made an extraordinary request o£ 
his wife for a novel to read in the mean- 
time, explaining that his mind is BO 
shaken and weighed down ny recent 
events that he needs to divert his 
thoughts and to try to get all the recol- 
lections of the last three months out of 
his mind. He thinks that reading a 
novel will afford the desired mental re- 
pose and keep him from brooding. 


The town hag been perfectly calm. 


There has not bsen a sign of a demon- 
stration for or against Dreyfus or the 
Jews heard anywhere. A number of 
people gathered to ae« Mme. Dreyfus 
visit the prison, but they were quite re- 
spectful. 


The troops and masses of gendarmes 


who on Saturday gave the center of 
Rennes the appearance of a military 
camp have nearly vanished. There are 
hardly any gendarmes in sight, except 
near the Dreyfus residence, where a few 
are posted. Cavalry officers are seen 
frequenting the cafes, showing that tha 
authorities no longer fear any trouble 
here and are allowing the officers to 
leave barracks. 


As far as can be ascertained, military 


men are perfectly satisfied with the 
verdict, which they interpret as safe- 
guarding the honor of the army and at 
the same time doing an act of mercy to 
Dreyfus, who, they say, has sufficlrntly 
expiated his crime in the awful existence 
he parsed on Devil's islar4. They point 
out that, even if he Is pent to Fort Corte, 
it will be to receive henceforth the hu- 
mano treatment he has experienced since 
his return to France.

Viewed With Suspicion by the Iiilinb- 


Itauts of Latin America 


Mexico City, Sept. 11.—Private dis- 


patches received here from Brazil show 
that the government has been greatly 
influenced by the accounts regarding 
the alleged secret understanding be- 
tween the Bolivian and the United 
States governments, by which the latter 
power was to take over the territory on 
the upper Amazon claimed by Bolivia, 
a region rich in rubber. 
It is alleged 


in Rio Janerio that American naval 
officers have reconnoitered and roughly 
surveyed the region and sent their se- 
cret report to Washington. 


It was at first charged that Mr. Bryan, 


United States minister to Brazil, was 
a party to the agreement with Bolivia, 
but it is now said that the Bolivian se- 
cret agent, Uthoffj made the agreement 
with the United States consul at' Para. 
There is some doubt about this, but such 
is the belief of the Brazilian newspapers 
and' people, and the Argentine press lias 
begun, instigated by European resi- 
dents, to set up the cry that the col- 
ossus of the1 north is moving southward 
and intends to control and ultimately! 
annex, all South America. 


So diligent has been the propaganda 


of this story that the newspapers in 
Mexico of the clerical stripe have taken 
it up editorially, predicting the absorp- 
tion of all this hemisphere by the greedy 
and land-hungry Americans, who are 
acquiring lands'in Brazil and Peru, and 
who will sfton be able to afford the 
Washington government a pretext for 
attempting 
to overthrow the South 


American governments. 
The Buenos 


Ayres Standard, controlled by British 
subjects, asserts that President Roca's 
visit to Brazil was to consult with the 
president of that country with a view to 
mutual defense against the Yankees. 


There is no doubt that the Spanish and 


European governments generally have 
given their organs in Latin-America the 
hint to publish articles designed to em- 
bitter 
South and Central America 


against the United States and its people 
an£ to break up the growing sentiment 
in favor of Pan-Americanism which is 
greatly dreaded by European commercial 
interests so strongly entrenched in South 
America, where the American interests 
have few newspaper champions and de- 
fenders. 


The journey of William E. Curtis, 


formerly of the bureau of American re- 
publics, to Peru and Bolivia is reported 
to be in the nature of a secret mission for 
his government. There is a suspicious 
sentiment developing in Latin-America 
regarding the designs of the United 
States whose power is dreaded and 
whose administration is accused of 
cherishing imperjjjjstic projects on this 
continent. The remarkable unanimity 
bf the Mexican clerical sheets and the 
South American journals of all classes 
In dealing with this matter makes it clear 
that it is a prearranged campaign, with 
a view to exciting ill-will against the 
Americans of the great republic of North 
America. 


The Anglo-Transvaal Situation. 


London, Sept. 11.—Although the aspect 


Of affairs is more peaceful, special dis- 
patches from Johannesburg report the 
greatest anxiety there. Fifteen hun- 
dred people left town on Saturday, and 
it is proposed to transfer the business 
of the town stock exchange to Cape 
Town. The Johannesburg town coun- 
cil is appealing to the government for 
power to start relief works to meet the 
exceptional distress. A dispatch from 
Bloernfon'tein reports the distribution of 
arms and a considerable exodus to Cape 
Colony. According to this correspondent 
the Boers are massing- on the frontiers 
and there is no abatement of war prep- 
arations in the Transvaal.

St. John's, Sept. 11.—Steamer Wind- 


ward. Captain John Bartiett. fn m Ktah. 
North Grxvnlaiid, Aug. '1G, anivcd at 
Brigus ytsterday, reporting all well or. 

She will be followed in a \\eek 
by the Peary Arctic Hull's steainei 
Diana, Captain Samuel tLuilett, also 
from Ktah. :i'lie Windward reports th.it 
all on hoard the I>lana Were well at the 
time the \ebstls separated. 


The two steamers met at Etah on Aug 


12 and worked in company under the 
personal direction of Lieutenant Peary 
in collecting supplies for the \\inter and 
the equipment tor next spring s cam- 
paign. The Windward was ice-bound in 
AU Man bay, on the \\est side of Kane 
basin, about 50 miles north of Cape 
Sabine, from Aug. IS, 1S;1S, to Aug. 2, ISyS, 
being in a sort of eddy undisturbed by 
wind or current. The season was one of 
continuous calm, \\ith very little snow, 
the minimum temperature at the ship 
being 70 degrees bf lo>\ zero Fahrenheit. 
AU the Windward's company, including 
the 10 Esquimaux, were exempt from ill- 
ness, accident or casualty of any kind.

The picked natives of the Windward will 
remain with Lieutenant Peary during 
the winter at Etah.

THE WIND WARP, 


Lieutenant Peary and the sledge part- 


ies were in the field almost continu- 
ously from October, 1898, to August of 
this year, and have effected an extraord- 
inary amount of important work, not 
only bearing on the future of his own ex- 
pedition, but adding much to the geo- 
graphical knowledge of the coast line 
and the interior of Ellesmere land, the 
southern portion oi Grinnell land. His 
sledging journeys aggregated more than 
1500 miles, not including several trips re- 
peated over portions of the track. 


As soon,as the young ice could bear a 


sledge, Lieutenant Peary made a care- 
ful reconnoissance of the coast line 
southwest of All Man bay and carefully 
defined the lands and water between that 
point and Cape Sabine. The coast line of 
Princess Marie 
bay and Buchanan 


strait, heretofore unknown, was accur- 
ately defined, and Hayes sound was 
demonstrated to be a myth. 


This 
work 
completed, Lieutenant 


Peary next made several 
successful 


hunting trrps and laid in an ample sup- 
ply of fresh meat, including musk oxen, 
seal and birds for the winter. Utilizing 
the December moon, he sledged along 
the ice foot 250 miles north, over almost 
impassible ice to Fort Conger, the head- 
quarters of the Greeley expedition. He 
had the misfortune to have both feet 
frostbitten, 
whiuh 
necessitated 
six 


weeks' delay and confinement, until he 
could make the return trip. Lashed to 
a sled he uas hauled all the way to the 
Windward, where several toes were am- 
putated. Complete recovery followed 
rapidly, and he now walks as well as 
ever. 


Lieutenant Peary found Fort Conger 


exactly as Greeley left it. The table was 
standing from the last meal and all the 
other appointments had remained un- 
disturbed for 16 years. The buildings 
were in fair condition, though some of 
them would not be serviceable much 
longer. He took possession of all the 
property, real and personal, in the name 
of the United States government and 
posted notices to that effect. He brought 
away, and is sending home, the original 
Greely records, the sextant of Lieutenant 
Beaumont. R. N.. of the Nares—Mark- 
ham expedition of 1876-8, recovered by 
Lieutenant Lockwood, and many private 
letters and papers of members of Greely's 
party, all of which are to be forwarded 
to the Peary Arctic club of New York. 
A considerable quantity of provisions 
was also found and protected for further 
emergency. 


He also pushed a reconnoisance beyond 


Conger to Cape Beechy, finding practi- 
cally the same conditions of ice and eea 
ag south of the former point. Subse- 
quently he made a second trip to Fort 
Conger and, in all, four parties from the 
Windward reached that point and re- 
turned without other accident than that 
to Lieutenant Peary himself as a result 
of the winter's work. 


Four tons of provisions, two at Conger 


and the others distributed between Capp 
Sabine, 'Ourville, Cape Louis Napoleon, 
Frazer and other points, not more thaii 
oOi miles apart, have been deposited, and 
both natives and whites engaged in the 
work have been made so familiar with the 
route and the caches that all risk to Ufa 
and limb along this path is practically 
ended.

His winter quarters Lieutenant Peary 


has established at Etah, one of th» 
eligible points on tha east side of Smith 
Sound.

Hayes' winter quarters in 1881, fivemiles 
south of Lifeboat Cove, in which the 
Polaris wintered, and six miles north of 
Cape Alexander. Ample supplies for the 
remainder of the time'of the expedition 
—not less than 50 tons—have been land- 
ed, 40 tons of which went to the Peary 
Arctic club's steamer Diana, and the 
Sloop yacht Senta, the gift of Ben- 
jamin Hoppin of Baddeck, C. B., to 
Lieutenant Peary, Is anchored tn the 
bay, but will be hauled up before tho 
Winter sets in. 


He has built a commodious living and 


working room for himself and his com- 
panions, In which they will be thorough- 
ly comfortable during the winter, and he 
has nearly 75 walrus for native an.l 
dog commissary when tho field is.taken 
In February.

similar bed of concrete, a similar lake 
and similar plates of iron. The walls 
are impenetrable, while the doors are 
one foot thick, weigh four tons each 
and are made absolutely vradrillable. 


Mr. W. W. Astor's valuables are stor- i 


ed in the office of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette in one of the most remarkable 
strong rooms ever erected. It is steel 
throughout and covered .witn half an ' 
inch of solid concrete. The door, also 
of solid steel, weighs over two tons j 
and has the most remarkable lock 
which the ingenuity of Chubb has ever [ 
constructed. The whole cost a fabulous j 
sum, but this is not surprising when 
we are told that Mr. Astor locks up 
about £8,000,000 worth of valuables 
and money in this room. 


The Imperial Ottoman bank, Con- 


stantinople, had a marvelous steel fort 
built upon a water bearing rock, and 
on top of the rock foundation is a four 
foot bed of concrete. The height is 
over 30 feet, length 46 feet and width 
24 feet. The steel walls are surround- 
ed by masonry and concrete six feet 
thick throughout, while the whole com- 
prises nearly 30 tons of steel.—St. Paul 
Globe.

of some pet philanthropy has been 
given, but, as a social diversion pure 
and simple, even at those places where 
the fashionable most do congregate, the 
lawn party has never flourished. 


Newport prides itself on being very 


English. Its social leaders are nearly 
all directly or indirectly connected with 
members of English high society and 
those who are not are striving to be, 
so it is no wonder that Newport is get- 
ting to be more English than John 
Bull himself. Musicales and dinner 
dances were Newport's accepted spe- 
cies of entertainment up to date, varied 
by an occasional luncheon or mild tea. 
But those who have been much abroad 
are beginning to be impressed with the 
popularity of the lawn party. It al- 
ways takes time for an idea to pene- 
trate the aristocratic cranium, and now 
with the opening of the Newport sea- 
son there comes promise of lawn parties 
galore. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer has set the ball 


rolling, because Mrs. Potter Palmer is 
a clever woman, which the average so- 
cial leader is not. When Mrs. Palmer 
was abroad, she kept her eyes and ears 
open, and she was struck with the 
popularity of the garden party over 
there. Mrs. Palmer, as the aunt of 
General Gr;_..t's beautiful granddaugh- 
ter, the prospective relative of a Rus- 
sian prince, and the entertainer of Bel- 
gian royalty, is in a position to make 
her preferences social law. Newport's 
social leaders have all been seeing more 
or less of h^gh society abroad, thanks 
to titled relatives and friends, and they 
know that Mrs. Potter Palmer is right, 
therefore do not hesitata to follow her 
example.

English people are fond of outdoors. 


Some of their most delightful social 
life centers about the races at Ascot, 
the annual regattas at Henley and 
Cowes, when yachts and houseboats are 
crowded with fashionable people. With 
our many beautiful rivers it is a won- 
der that the charming idea of the 
houseboat has never flourished on this 
side of the o^ean except in Canada, 
where thousand of Americans go every 
summer, and where some spend the 
time idling in their houseboats about 
the St. Lawrence or the Thousand Is- 
lands. 


A garden party may extend from 


afternoon into evening, or it may be en- 
tirely an evening affair, in w:hicb case 
the lawn and shrubberies are lighted by 
Japanese lanterns '"cleverly put about 
the place. The lights should look like 
so many great colored will-o'-the-wisps 
or glowworms, and as they will scarce- 
ly 
ever 
sufficiently 
illuminate the 


grounds the use of large lamps, such 
as are used in theaters to throw the 
lights upon the center of the stage, are 
usually added. The '•• light is cast on 
the revelers through red and green and 
blue glasses, and weird and pretty ef- 
fects are always subjects for comment. 


A garden which is plentifully supplied 


with rose bowers and arbors, secluded 
corners, in which those who have a 
penchant for flirting may retire, always 
looks pretty 
and is popular. Very 


often the arbors, when covered with 
shrubberies, are brightened by real or 
artificial roses, attached in such a way 
as to make it appear that the flowers 
were parts of the vines. 


Sometimes in one of these little ar- 


bors, open on all sides, a small band 
of musiciaus is stationed. A pretty idea 
is to have a pretty girl in Tyrolean or 
other peasant costume seated inside the 
arbor singing the songs of the country 
she represents and accompanied by a 
musician who plays on some stringed 
instrument peculiar to their nationality. 
A quartet of mandolins, banjos or gui- 
tars make a good feature. If the party 
extends into the evening, the quartet 
can play serenades in the evening. If 
the musicians can be induced to array 
themselves in some quaint costume, 
gypsy for instance, their effectiveness 
is increased. 


Another clever idea for a garden 


party is fancy dancing. A group of 


children in white executing some pretty 
dance upon the grass always arouse in- 
terest. Little flower girls and pages, to 
wander about with baskets of flowers, 
which at a private garden party are 
always given away, but at one held to 
raise funds for some worthy charity ,are 
sold, make a picturesque addition to 
the scene. On the lawn, especially if the 
grounds are large, there should be a 
number of rustic stands where lemon- 
ade and such liquid refreshments may 
be had. The more elaborate refresh- 
ments should be served in large tents 
or under handsomely striped awnings 
put up to protect the tables from sun 
or rain. 


Besides the orchestra, singers may at 


intervals delight the guests and give 
their entertainment upon the balcony, 
where the accompaniment of the piano 
is heard from just inside the window at 
which the singer stands. 


Juggling performances, trained ani- 


mals, acrobats, recitations, bicycle polo, 
fancy drills in which children or pretty 
girls take part, all afford a great deal 
of amusement and are popular with 
English givers of lawn parties. A gypsy 
fortune teller in her little tent is an 
antiquated but always popular diver- 
sion. An open air dramatic perform- 
ance by clever amateurs is always sure 
to please. The drama chosen must be 
such as adapts itself to outdoor repre- 
sentation and needs no scenery. 


At a children's lawn party a bubble 


blowing contest, with a prize for the 
most successful blower, is a good idea. 
Prizes are sometimes awarded to the 
child who blows the most bubbles in a 
given time, the child who blows the 
largest bubble, the child who blows the 
most bubbles in a given direction or 
the child whose bubble lasts longest. 
Races or contests of any kind amuse 
the child. Even grown folks are amused 
by the Punch and Judy show.

Mme. Loubet at the Elysee palace,

'The water of 
the bath is made lukewarm and then 
quantities of fresh roses are strewn 
in and their petals crushed to extract 
the juice, which, mingling writh the 
water, is supposed to aid in beauti- 
fying the skin. It is probable that a 
little rosewater in the bath would do 
quite as much good. 


There is no doubt that the use 


of good perfumes is wholesome, as 
their effect is tonic. Sachet powders 
scattered in tiny bags about the room 
and placed with the clothing act as 
a disinfectant. Sachets should be 
made of white silk or satin, as in that 
form they are prettier. 


Bay leaves, rose leaves, lavender, 


myrrh, orris root, violets, benzoin, 
lemon, rosemary, mint and such old 


fashioned perfumes are better than 
many new ones. Sage, although not a 
particularly agreeable scent, was once 
thought to lengthen life. Sage tea is 
an old recipe for beautifying the 
skin. Most of these plants were used 
in the drawers where clothes were 
kept, and when the linen was taken 
out it had, from association with 
them, a pungent yet not unpleasing 
suggestion of their sweetness. Hon- 
eysuckle blossoms, with their sickly 
sweet odor, are said to be excellent 
in their effect on the health. Lavender 
is often spoken of as a brain stim- 
ulant. 
Roses cannot be too freely 


used. Fill your drawing rooms with 
them, either from the fresh flowers 
or leaves in potpourris. Rosewater, 
too, is good for the toilet. 


A person of'refinement will use only 


a decidedly delicate odor, and even 
that must be very sparingly applied. 
The queen of England is very partial 


to heliotrope, the odor of which is 
barely susceptible when she presides 
at her drawing rooms. Violet, white 
lilac, white rose, jasmine, yiang ylang 
and tuberose are among the favorite 
odors with the elite. 


There is nothing that surpasses a

which is termet! a "bouquet." 
The 


French excel in the production of per- 
fumes. It must not be forgotten that 
a person's character is judged by the 
perfume, he or she uses, and the loud 
smelling musk, jockey club, patchouli, 
etc., are now chiefly used by persons 
of little refinement.

DEWEY AS ft PRISONER. 


Knows How It Is to Meet the 


Enemy and Become His. 


HE WAS THEN A LJEUTEHAHT. 


Experience of tbe Hero of Manila on 


tbe Uliiu.Ippl Burin* the Civl." 
"War — Exhibited tbe Same Nerve 
and Daring Then Tbat He Did at 
Cavlte. 
Admiral George Dewey knows what 


it is to have met the enemy and bo- 
come his, says the Chicago Tribune, 
for on the night of March 14, 1863, 
when as Lieutenant Dewey lie was 
executive officer of the United States 
steamer Mississippi he fled from the 
burning hulk of that vessel and was 
captured by Confederate artillery- 
men. This happened on the banks of 
the "Father of Waters" at Port Hud- 
son, Miss., and is said to have been the 
only instance when Dewey ever waa 
a prisoner. 


But Lieutenant Dewey was not long 


a prisoner on that occasion. He had 
then the same nerve, dash and cool- 
ness now recognized the world over 
as characteristic of the man and made 
a brilliant and successful break for 
liberty, rejoining his captain, Me- 
lancthon Smith, and other officers of 
the abandoned steamer. These had 
sought safety on the Richmond, a 
short distance up the river. 


Dewey's capture is well remembered 


by J. J. McDaniel, a cotton merchant 
now living at Mmeola, Tex. Mr. Mc- 
Daniel, who then was a mere lad in 
his teens, was serving in the Confeder- 
ate army as a member of Company F, 
First Alabama artillery, which was 
ranged along the west river bank. He 
enjoys the distinction of having been 
one of the guard which covered Lieu- 
tenant Dewey and a small handful of 
sailors—less than a dozen—who fell 
into the hands of the enemy that dark 
night In March 36 years ago. 


Admiral Farragut had given the or- 


der to the fleet to pass Port Hudson 
for the double purpose of stopping 
communication between Red River and 
the rebels on the eastern banks of the 
Mississippi, and to communicate with 
the Union fleet and army above. Ad- 
miral Farragut was aboard the flag- 
ship Hartford, and in his memorandum 
for commanding officers, which accom- 
panied the general order for passing 
the batteries, he stated particularly that 
special attention must be given the 
steamers lying at Port Hudson. In 
other words, he ordered that these ves- 
sels be shelled, with the hope or set- 
ting the cotton on fire and destroying 
the boats. 


"For some time the naval forces of 


the Union side had been endeavoring 
to pass Port Hudson to open communi- 
cation with the north," writes Mr. Mc- 
Daniel to The Tribune. "The Confed- 
erates had made an equally determined 
stand against It, and to assist them 
had many strong batteries upon the 
river bank to counteract every move- 
ment of the northern fleet. The Con- 
federate forces were under the com- 
mand of General Gardener, while Colo- 
nel Steadman commanded the Alaba- 
ma regiment of artillery. The batter- 
ies on the river bank were numbered 
from 1 to 9, from right to left. 


"On the night of March 14 an effort 


was made by Farragut's fleet to run 
the blockade, which was partially suc- 
cessful. 
The success was won only 


after a terrific artillery engagement 
and the loss to the Union navy by flre 
and explosion of the steamer Missis- 
sippi. 


"It was from the burning steamer, 


the Mississippi, that Lieutenant Dew- 
ey escaped in the darkness and smoke 
only to be taken by the artillerymen 
of our side—the same Dewey who now 
Is admiral of the United States navy. 
Captain Melancthon Smith, his offi- 
cers, with the exception of Dewey, and 
many others escaped in three boats to 
the Richmond, which was farther up 
the river. 


"The northern fleet was ranged iu 


single file up and down the river, with 
the Hartford, carrying Admiral Farra- 
gut, leading with portholes closed. The 
Switzerland, which afterward was lost, 
passed the batteries in safety under 
cover of the Hartford. The night was 
dark, with intense smoke hanging low 
over the river and beyond its banks. 
Both vessels were painted black, and 
with all lights out, the smaller boat 
hiding behind its mate, both were en- 
abled to get through without injury. 


"The Mississippi, a boat of 2,000 tons 


burden, was next in line. It was the 
first vessel to open fire on our bat- 
teries. Battery No. 9, a hot shot com- 
pany under command of Captain Ram- 
say, promptly returned the flre. This 
was the first battery the Mississippi 
encountered, and, judging from Lieu- 
tenant Dewey's coolness when cap- 
tured near the river bank, he doubt- 
less displayed the same courage under 
our fire that recently has distinguished 
him In his country's service at Manila. 


"Our battery flred four rounds, three 


of which took effect, setting the vessel 
on flre and assisting the crew, which 
was doing its utmost to attain the 
same result. Along toward midnight 
all the batteries and all the vessels 
were engaged in a furious duel, while 
some 30 mortars lower down the river 
were contributing to the discomfort of 
the fleet 


"All on board the burning Mississippi 


were driven by tbe flames to abandon 
the vessel and set out for the opposite 
shore. 
A number took refuge in a 


sugar mill near by and were captured 
by a detachment of Confederate forces. 
A few were caught near shore. Next 
day all the prisoners were sent to pris- 
oners' quarters, where I was assigned 
to guard duty. 


"The manly form and dignifled ap- 


pearance of one of the prisoners at- 
tracted my attention. I made inquirv 
concerning him )*..... i. ...^u i...... ,.-. 
was Lieutenant George Dewey of (!:•• 
United States navy. Little did I know 
then that he was destined to become 
the most famous man-o'-warsman that 
ever trod the deck of a vessel of this 
or any other nation. 


"Dewey was not long on our hands. 


He felt that he was- needed with hi» 
fleet, and he reached it, but he nlone 
can tell how lie slipped awny and re- 
joined Captain Smith on the Richmond. 
But this much is certain.

Dewey did not save so much ns a but- 
ton belonging to himself from tbe

"Dewey took his capture with ad- 


mirable coolness and was set down by 
all who met him as every inch a gen- 
tleman. As a prisoner lie recognized 
the courtesies shown him by his cap- 
tors and neglected none in return him- 
self. 
While he tad little to say, his 


regret at his capture seemed to be 
mingled with some amusement. 
Ho 


certainly betrayed little concern. 


"To return to the fight, It was a 


hot one, and Dewey was in the thick 
of it. One officer of the Mississippi 
was killed, three were taken prisoners, 
and the killed, missing and prisoners 
of the crew numbered nearly 60. The 
total crew numbered about 300, offi- 
cers and men. On our side the loss was 
considerable. I had the honor only of 
being a private who did my duty as I 
saw it, and I still find pleasure in the 
reflection that I am not ashamed of 
having been a private and that at one 
time had the honor and credit of hold- 
ing as a prisoner in honorable warfare 
the now renowned Admiral George 
Dewey."

Brazilian Tax on Letters Rotatory. 


Minister Bryan sends from Petropo- 


lis, July 11, 1809, translation of a note 
from the minister of foreign affairs of 
Brazil to the e£«ct that civil or com- 
mercial letters rogatory which may be 
received from foreign courts of justice 
through diplomatic channels can have 
effect in Brazil only after the interest- 
ed parties or their attorneys have paid 
the stamp tax to which they are sub- 
ject. Stamps for this purpose must be 
procured at the office of Hie secretary 
of justice and interior affairs, when 
the letters are directed to the courts of 
the federal capital and at the appro- 
priate sectioual court, where they are 
then sent in the case that the proceed- 
ings asked for are to be carried on in 
the slates.

bers. Fuvkart alighted and stood on 
the platform, and around him was a 
crowd of friends and relatives. 
The 


first section* left soon after eight and 
the second section immediately pulled 
Into the depot. This section 'remained 
here an hour to take water and ice.

As often as ouce a mouth something 


^appena in Orriugtou, Me., which ia of 
Enough importance to make it worthy 
rf mention, und whenever the place ia 
put ia print'the came la always spelled 
wrong. Most of the; time it ia called 
•'Orvington." though "Ovington" and 
"Ovviugtou" are not uncommon. In 
tact, the town's name is spelled every 
Way bnt the right way. All of this is 
dVio to the blunder of a prominent citi- 
zen who used phonetic methods of spell- 
ing- 
.. 
It was nearly 125 years ago that some 


of the leading citizens met and drew 
UP a petition to the general" court of 
Massachusetts, asking that the planta- 
tion be incorporated as a town. The 
people agreed upon the name. It was to 
be called Oraugetowu, partly out of 
compliment to Orangetowu, Md., which 
was then n thriving place, and partly as 
a mark of respect to the Prince of 
Orange, who, as William III of Eng- 
land, had done valiant work in behalf 
of the Protestants. Having signed a 
blank petition, the residents went home, 
leaving the olerk of the meeting to fill 
in the spaces, which he did faithfully 
according to the light which was given 
him. 
Of course the members of the 


Massachusetts general court did not 
know that "O-r-r-i-n-g" was meaift to 
spell orange, or that "t-o-n" spelled 
town. Very likely they didn't stop to 
look at the name and wouldn't have 
cnred if they had seen the had spelling. 
They incorporated the town without 
protest and named it Orringtou, as the 
petition had asked them to do. Though 
Orriugtou received its name because an 
old clerk didn't know how to spell and 
though it is the only Orrington in the 
world, it gets lit'tle credit for being 
'original, because compositors, 
proof 


readers arid careful copyists insist upon 


i misspelling a word that owes its birth 


j to bad orthography.—New York Sun.

Before the third century after the 


birth of Shakespeare had reached its 
first quarter there was born in England 
to a stage carpenter and a strolling 
actress a child destined to grapple with 
the poet's highest thought and interpret 
It with a vividness that to this day 
stands unrivaled. Coleridge's terse com- 
ment, that to see him act was reading 
Bhukespearo by lightning, reveals him 
with the fullness of a volume. Edmund 
Koan, along with most people early 
trained to an art, had little, if any, ed- 
ucation of the schools. He was when a 
boy provided with instruction by some 
benevolent people whom his smartness 
and beauty attracted, but ho rebelled 
against tlio tasks of study and went to 
sea. Bnt life there was too rough for his 
fine nature. He returned to England, 
and ut the age of 7 began the study of 
Shakespeare's characters with his un- 
cle Moses. This he continued with an 
actress named Tidswell, who taught 
him besides, as well as she knew, the 
principles of her art. 


At that early age he had the credit of 


originality so surprising as even then 
to challenge the supremacy of Philip 
Kernble. At 14 ho played Hamlet 
King George had him recite at Windsor 
castle, and it is said this incident led 
some gentlemen to send him to Eton, 
but there is no record of it 
At 20 he 


was in a provincial troop, a member 
of which he married, and for six years 
thereafter, until his glorious night at 
Drnry Lane, hiJ life was one of hard- 
ship, struggle, ohscnrity, but, thanks to 
the faith in himself, not hopeless. His 
London debnt was made at 28. He had 
fought for it hard and long and would 
then have missed it but for the falling 
reputation of the theater. London de- 
buts in first roles are not easy for pro- 
vincial actors, and none knows better 
how hard they are to get than Henry 
Irving. Kean seems to have been at his 
full splendor, and made a hit. After that 
his habits were altogether prejudicial 
to the refinement of taste or the acqui- 
sition of knowledge.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

ment Given a Rousing Send-off 


Saturday Night 


A large assemblage of North Adams

have realized that the expenses in- 
curred by the city mennt more taxa- 
tion, and to a considerable extent they 
had prepared themselves for it. They 
also do not forget that taxes in the 
past have in reality been light, in spite 
of the high rates, and Hint there is 
nothing to do but to come up like men 
and pay for what they have. The as- 
sessors have endeavored to be striclly 
fair nnd impartial in adjusting valua- 
tions, and it seems to be the general 
opinion that they have 
done their
